NoRPOLK, May 12, 1862. 
This Southern city and its neighbor, Porte- 
mouth, are now centres of interest, and the 
scenes witnessed on every side are novel and 
striking. Pessing up the street, I found the 
stillness of the Sabbath unbroken, as the sol- 
diers, in little squads, walked quietly here 
there, and the sullen men and women at street 
corners or behind the blinds of their houses, 
locked curiously and malignantly at the vic- 
tors, but were too much cowed down to make 
any hostile demonstration. Suddenly the 
stiilness was brokan by the roar of can- 
non pot far off, and then a few min- 
utes after by an explosion whose con- 
cussion shook the earth and sea. The 
Mcrrimac! was instantly the name on ev 
lip, and a more fearful gioom quickly sett! 
ou the brow af every rebel of Norfolk. The 
The fire which the rebels had kindled in the 
thip had reached fifet the loaded guns and ex- 
ploded them, and then. the magazine of the 
world-noted tyrant of Hampton Roads; and 
she wat no more. Soon deserters from her 
crew ariived, and confirmed the glad intelli- 
ence of the destruction of this Pailistine Go 
jath, who had committed suicide in despair 
of a successful encounter with our champion, 
the David of our Israel, the little Monitor.

The Gunboat Galena on James River 
She Silences Two Forts. 
{Correspondence Baltimore American ]} 

Gatewa, Sunday, May 11. 


Dear Brotuen: | suppose by this time you 
have heard of the Galena leaving Hampton 
I was glad of it, for euch a fine stip 
as this ought not to be kept idie in such times 
as these, and the boys were al] anxious for a 
fight. e got ander way and left the Roads 
fifteen minutes seven o'clock on the 
morning of the 8th, and it was not loogg till 
we passed Sewall's Point, without one shot 
being fired at us.

Kentucky, when it built fortifications on 
the Mississippi, the false, insidious tory 
still lied, and canted, and deprecated what- 
ever might tend to “ exasperate” his breth- 
ren. Amid scenes of riot and murder, 
amid insults and outrages which no free 

ever bore with patience, he was 
only fearful that something might be done 
to “exasperate” the traitors They 
fired on defenseless women and children; 
they burned, and ravaged, and destroyed ; 
they poisoned wells and springs; they 
tempted hungry soldiers with food con- 
taining arsenic; they denied theii prison- 
ers food and shelter; they mocked at the 
agony of wounded enemies, and left the 
slain unburied; drinking-cups they made 


of human skulls, ‘spurs of jaw-bones, and 


finger-joints they sent as holiday presents 
to females as brutish ives ; but all 
those horrible deeds only made Northern 
peace men cry out the louder against “exas- 
perating” them! 

Never before did civilized man go down 
go low in cruelty and villainy. It seemed 
as if all the fountains of latent human de 
pravity had been broken up and poured 
out by the rebels. They came upon the 
stage with a role of original crimes never 
acted before, nor written down, nor thought 
of ; all startling, and grotesque, and hide- 
ous. The evidences of their common ori- 
gin were unmistakeable. This herd of 
cut-threats in Western Texas—half-breeds, 
ignorant, degraded, priest-ridden ; ruffians 
who were finally beaten out of Kansas;

The also insists that 
the duration of this war will be in propor- 
tion to the exasperation of the rebels, 
whom, it informs us, we have already exas- 
perated by attempting to put them down.

‘will be the contest; and that the best way 
to conquer them would be to “ exasperate” 
them as little as possible ; in other words, 
to surrender to them at discretion. 
Punishment of any kind exasperates 
criminals.

I have been to the fromt for the last few 
days, to see how matters stand, and whether a 
battle might be expected to come off immedj- 
ately. I returned late last night, with my 
mind made up that we were not yet ready to 
make a sufficiently effective attack upon the 
rebel position, that is, if Corinth were as well 
or half as well fertified as it is represented to 
be. Our siege guns are not yet in position ; 
indeed, Capt. Matteson's battery of 24-pound- 
ers and 64 pound how!tzers I found had hardly 
reached Monterey yesterday afternoon, which 
is yet nine miles from Corinth. The siege 
train attached to Gen. Pope's Division had 
been beuled a few miles further towards the 
front. The general impression in the army 
appears to be that the rebels will not make a 
stand at Corinth. This is se uoiversally the 
opinion, that a man must possess consid- 
erable hardihbood to combat it. Indeed, a 
number of correspondents here have already 
announced in their ictters that the rebels have 
actually evacuated the place, professing to 
bave their information from the army scouts. 
The same correspondents also announced on 
Monday last that Gen. Paine, of Gen. Pope's 
army corps, captured from five hundred all 
the way upto fifteen hundred prisoners in a 
recopnolerance on Saturday afternoon last. 
One letter-Writer told me that he heard the 
announcement read to the regiments in Gen. 
Bueli's corps, and had himself read the order 
ef Gen. Halleck, making the the fact known 
to that portion of the army. In my last, not- 
withstanding this direct statement, I men- 
tioned it merely as a doubtful camp rumor. 
And so it turns out to be. Indeed, at the time 
I was informed by the Medica) Director oi the 
army that the number of prisoners captured 
was but fifteen, mostly wounded men, and 
that they were under his treatment. The 
truth is, our force was repulsed by the enemy 
and compelled to fall back, the rebel olficer. 
being enabled to carry off his killed and 
many of his wounded. The prisoner? cap- 
tured by us were pickets 
of the main body of the enemy. 
Still, this anoouncement of our having cap- 
tured Sve bundred or fiffeen hundred rebels, 
has ne doubt been heralded all over the coua-. 
try. Itis the old story of the ‘‘three black 
crows” over again. To show how little reli- 
ance is to placed in camp rumors, I will relate 
a circumstance which occurred yesterday. A 
Colonel in one of our regiments, in whom the 
General] has every confidence, rode up to Lead 
queriers and stated that he knew the rebel 
army was evacuating Corinth; that he had 
been to the front and seen them leaving, &c. 
He was perfectly sure of it. The General was 
staggered. In about half an hour afterwards, 
another Colonel, in whom he had every whit 
as much confidence as the first, rode up and 
announced that Ae had just come in from the 
front and that the enemy were receiving large 
reinforcements at Corinth ; he was positive of 
it; be bad seen them arriving by the trains’ 
The newspaper cerrespundents profess to be- 
lieve that the enemy is evacuating. They get 
their news from Gen. Halleck’s scouts. Now 
Gen. Halleck must be a strange sort of a Gen- 
eral, He bas from his 
scouts that evacu- 
ating Conath. still no 
measures to cut them off or harass them in 
their retreat. Gen. Halleck’s movements, on 
the contrary, indicate upmistakab/y that be 
believes the enemy is in Corinth. He is ad- 
vaucipg upon the place cautiously and care- 
fully. He is hauling up siege guus to the 
front at great expense and labor. He is forti- 
fying his positions as he advances, to prevent 
a surprise on the part of the rebels. in fine, 
ali he does is done with the belief that the en- 
emy is at Corinth in large force, thoroughly 
fortified, and that he means.to make a despe- 

e¢ stand there. 

But what does Beauregard gain by falling 
back from Corinth, at least without trying con- 
clusons with our army@ Does he compel us 
to convey our supplies aionger distance by 
land carriage’? He certainly does; but then 
we have the use of all the railroads which he 
lds up to us—that running from Colum as 
to Coriuth, with a branch to Graad Junction; 
that running from to Coriath 
and from so on to Grand Junction; and also 
the branch of the Memphis and Ohio Railroad 
between the Tennessee River and the Co!um- 
bus apd Mobile Railroad. Bat smail 
portions of these roads can be destroyed by 
the enemy, and repairs can be quickly etfected 
upon them. By these roads we could tran:- 
port our nen, munitions, subsistence and for- 
age much more rapidly’ and cheaply than we 
now do, In retreating, also, Beauregard 
flicts a blow upon the morale of his army, 
which is almost as mjertons, to it as @ battle 
lost. Nor bas Grand Junction, upon which 
the rebel General would be compelled to fail 
back, the advantages of Corinth. On the con- 
trary, it is a position much less capable of 
defense in every point of view, and much more 
open to attack from us. 

Gen, Halleck, I learn, has information that 
the enemy ts fortify ing at Grand Janctipn; 
but this may be done with the Intention of 
making a stand there in case of defeat at Cor- 
inth, and for the oy ye ot enabling bim to 
withdraw bis troops in good order to his last 
defensive line, that of the Vicksburg, Missis- 
sipp!, aud Mont omery, Alabama Railroad. In 
retreating from Coriath Beauregard may also 
intend doing so by sending of portions of his 
army to the South via the Columbus and Mo- 
bile Railroad, and another portion to the 
west, viathe Memphis and Charleston Rail.

SECOND ND LETTER. 
Camp Surou, May 10, 1863. 

Il wrote you yesterday, and in a postscript 
stated that a report prevailed that Corinth had 
been evacuated. I had been at the front all 
day yesterday and heard nothing of it, but the 
intelligence came to me from such good sour- 
ces that I really believed there was something 
in it. The fact that it was all ‘“‘bosh” is only 
another added to the many evidences 1 have 
hed here of the utter unreliability of camp 
rumors of any kind. They are all to be taken 
with several grains of allowance. 

I am sorry to inform you of the death in 
a skirmish with the enemy's pickets yerster- 
day, of Major Zenas Apliogton, of the 7th 
Ilinols cavalry, a brave officer and an excel- 
leut man. Major Aplington charged into a 
thicket at the head of a force from his regi- 
ment, and encountgfed a large body of the 
enemy.

as I have had the means of observing it. 

At Hamburg I had the pleasure of an intro- 
duction te Capt. J. L. Dodds, I’. 8. Quarter- 
master, and partook of the hospitalities of his 
quarters. He is kept busily engaged here, as 
are all men in government employ in posts 
which are the basis of large srmy operations. 

It will be remembered that our troops had 
quite a brisk skirmish with the enemy near 
Farmington on Thursday, on which occasion 
the 7thdllinois cavalry charged intoa wood 
in Which the enemy are found to be posted ia 
much stronger force than had been expected.

Walker was casily 
persuaded, and the trio set off. 

Arrived at the grave, B handed A the model, 
(the common ball and safe,) while he stepped 
off for afew minutes. A was very curious, 
opemed the little ball, and found a small bit of 
peper in oneofthe compartments. “ Hullo,”

HMUNTER’S PROCLAMATION. 
The recent proclamation of Gen. Hunter 


of disloyalty since the days of nullification, 
The rebellion was there planned, om 
ganized and precipitated. Without cause 


the 
taught and preached by her polith 
cians proselyted the surrounding States, 
sapped their loyalty and poisoned thelr 
affection for the Union. The crime of 
these wicked men has cost the loyal peo 
ple of the North more lives than the whole 
white adult male population of South 
Carolina. The number of Northern sob 
dliers who have lost their lives in battle 
and by disease since the war began, is ac 
tually more than the voters of that State, 
and the cost to the Treasury is greater 
than the whole money value of South 
Carolina combined. Who will stand 
between the fiendish ftraitors of such » 
communily and the severest punishment 
that outraged justice demands? None 
but those who themselves are rebels at 
heart. Had Gen. Hunter confined the 
scope of his proclamation to South Oaro- 
lina, ninety men out of every hundred ia 
the Free States would have sanctioned and 
defended theact.

Another ob- 
jection is that his proclamation frees the 
slaves of loyalist as well as of rebels 
Technically this is true; but practically 
there are but very tew loyal slaveholders 
Within his district. There may be some in 
Northern Georgia, a score or two in all, 
but i South Carolina it is the boast of the | § 
rebels, that there is not one Union dave 
holder in the State. And if there be any in 
Florida they are unknown. One thing is 
certain that if any slaveholder within thése 
States, shall be &ble to prove satisfactorily 
that he was loyal during the rebellion, he 
‘will be indemnified out of the National 
treasury for his pecuniary loss. This is all 
that any man ought to ask or expect, 
whatever may be the species of property 
taken from him by the Goverument i# 
Aime of war. 

Gen. Hunter's proclamation, if not Te 
jected by the Government, may enable 
him to defeat the rebels and whip them 
out of his department. If the slaves gett 
hear that the Government has de¢lared 
them free, they will be pretty apt refuse to 
Berve the rebels any longer, and w general 
“strike” against working for noting aud 
boarding themselves wouldigive the secesh 
80 much do at heme that Gen Hanter 
would be able to march his forces wherey- 
he pleased. Before the war could be 
ended and peace permanenfly restored ig 
the rebcilious Cotton Stites, does nat 
every sensible and reflecting man 
believe that some such colirse as that pro- 
posed by Gen. Hunter must be adopted?
